Russians Sentence

Friends in Britain of Mrs. Olga

‘GI Blues’

‘Cimarron’ 
By MARY EVANS 


“Cimarron,” the most recent 
of the films created from novels 
by Edna Ferber, will be playing 
at the Hibiya Theater from Jan. 
22. Like most of her novels, 
“Cimarron” gives a shallow 
spot-survey of the history and 
social problems of a given area 
(“Giant” described Texas and 
“Ice Palace,” Alaska) through 
the lives of certain narrowly- 
depicted character cut-outs. 

This is not entirely bad; Miss 
Ferber's heart is in the right 
place, with advocates of cdnser- 
vation, racial tolerance and idea- 
lism. Unfortunately her novels 
aren’t very good and neither are 
most of the movies made from 
them. 

Why they are not good is 
seen very soon in “Cimarron.” 
Glenn Ford, a bright but foot- 
loose fellow, marries Maria 
Schell, daughter of well-to-do 

settled in the Mid- 
west. It is 1889; they start out 
by covered wagon for the Okla- 
homa territories which are to 
be offered free to settlers on a 
first-come, first-served basis. On 
the way they pass through 
beautiful open country, well 
photographed, and although the 
journey seems like a weekend 
holiday, at any rate there is the 
atmosph*re of young, untried 
people and a young, undevelop- 
ed country.

Business demand for funds to 
finance installment sales is ris- 
ing from expanded sales volu- 
me. But judging from the in- 
crease in bills and accounts pay- 
able, one can see that Japan's 
installment sales network is 
closely tied to makers. As own 
capital of marketing 
meager, parent firm’s financing 
aid is large. Hence, consumer 
financing in the final analysis 
is part of the maker’s business 
funds. And banks consider in- 
stallment credits as part of 
over-all fund requirements of 
the client business firm, 


Role of Banks 


An interesting feature in the 
consumer financing scene is the 
new role played by banks from 
1930. One is individual loans 
for purchase of auto cars from 
makers bank tie-up. In- 
terest rate is 9.125 to 10.95 per 
cent; down payment 20-25 per 
cent (loan made on time de- 
posit); guarantee of employer 
or sales company or securities. 
The other is indirect in that in- 
stallment deposits are made for 
the purchase of durable con- 
sumer goods or 9 im- 
plements. 


Delivery is made while depos- 
its are being made. But finan- 
cial arrangements are under 
bank-maker tie-up relationship 
and not individual. 


The third form is the depo- 
sit credit car system arranged 
under bank-department store 
tie-up. The bank issues- credit 
cards to depositors who make 
purchases at a particular depart- 
ment store. Risks are borne 
either by the store or bank. 
But no direct credit extension 
is made. There is also a cumu- 
lative deposit form to full 
amount, say, for foreign travel. 


But these forms aim more at 
bank deposit accumulation rath- 
er than consumer financing. 
Banks are eyeing bigger income 
and spendings of consumers. 
And these consumer credits in- 
volve close tie-up between 
banks and client business and 
products,
